One of the major amendments 
adopted, struck a section which would 
have abolished the office of state fire 
marshal and placed his duties in the 
patrol. It was offered by Representa- 
tive W. Larsen Jr., of Laurens 
county. and was acceded to by the pub- 
lic highway committee in charge of the 


bill. 
To End “Politicking.” 

In seeking to have the_patrol placed 
in charge of a board different from the 
one proposed, Elliott said his move 
was based on a desire to remove the 
department as far as possible from 
polities. He expressed fear members 
of the department would “ride up 
and down the state at election time 
politicking for the constitutional: of- 
ficers.”

Widow of Pretender 
To British Throne Dies 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 2.—(®])— 
Anne Elizabeth Guelph, whose late 
husband. John Guelph, called him- 
self heir to the British throne. died 
at her home here yesterday, it was 
revealed today. 

Guelph died April 6. 1932. He 
called himself John Guelph de Wind- 
sor, saving he was the son of Ed- 
ward VII and the Princess of Wat- 
terburr. His claims never were rec- 
ognized by any British monarch. At 
the time of his death he was a bish- 
op of the Wesleyan Episcopal 
church. 

Guelph asserted that in 1860 the 
Prince of Wales, who became Ed- 
ward VII, elopsed with the Prin- 
cess while on a tour of inspection at 
Camp Curragh, British military 
school in Ireland.

type of tenant farming,” adding: 
‘Wise to Act.’ 

“I do not suggest that every farm 
family has the capacity to earn a 
satisfactory living on its own farm. 
But many thousands of tenant farm- 
ers—indeed most of them—with some 
financial assistance and with some ad- 
vice and training, can be made self- 
supporting on land which cn eventu- 
ally belong to them. The _ nation 
would be wise to offer them that 
chance instead of permitting them 
to go along as they do now, year | 
after year, with neither future security 
as tenants nor hope of ownership. of 
their homes nor expectations of bet- 
tering the lot of their children.” 

“Farm tenancy has long been one 
of our major farm problems,” Rep- 
resentative Vinson said, ‘‘but hereto- 
fore we have had little opportunity 
to help small farmers because farm 
income has been so uncertain. In the 
past we have seen the price of cot- 
ton go sky high in one season and 
then drop to virtually nothing in the 
next. 

Price Changes Blamed. 

“As long as we had to put up with 
fluctuating prices like that, a man who 
already owned his farm had a tough 
time hanging on to it and it was vir- 


tually impossible for a tenant or share 
cropper to acquire a piece of land. | 
Even if a share cropper had a good | 
year and made a down payment on a) 
farm, the chances are he lost every- | 
thing he had when the next poor year | 
came along. Since the Roosevelt ad- | 
ministration has been in power we 
have been able to stabilize farm prices 
through the operations of the AAA. 
For the last four years the price of 
cotton has been in the neighborhood of 
12 cents, and our farmers are now &s- 
sured that as long as this administra- 
tion is in power they will not have to 
worry about sharply fluctuating prices 
if they co-operate with the secretary 
of agriculture in his programs. 

“With farm prices fairly: well sta- 
bilized and with administration en- 
couraging increased diversification and 
a live-at-home program We can now 
fee] safe in attempting to help small 
farmers acquire family-sized farms of 
their own. 

Farmers Trust Wallace. 

“That is the object of the bill I 
have introduced. This bill places the 
responsibility of administering a pro- 
cram of this nature in the hands of 
Secretary of Agriculture Henry A. 
Wallace. He is a man in whom the 
dirt farmers of this country have, com- 
plete confidence.

State Social Security Plan 


Pension and Insurance Program for Georgia Explained 
by Lamar Murdaugh as Legislature Starts 
To Shape Bills. 


By RALPH T. JONES. 

When Georgia has passed the nec- 
essary legislation and‘ begins to par- 
ticipate in the federal old.-age pen- 
sion plan, the United*States, for the 
first time in the history of this state, 
will begin paying pensions to Confed- 
erate veterans. Which will) mean a 
saving to the state of approximately 
$300,000 a year. 

This will be-done because 95 per 
cent of those now on the Confederate 
pension rolls are eligible for old-age 
pensions. They will be transferred to 
the old-age pension list and half the 
money they receive will come from the 
federal treasury, the other half from 
the state. In cases where the Confed- 
erate pensions have amounted to more 
than they can drew from the old-age 
pension fund, the difference will be 
made up by Confederate pension 
checks, Hs 

Inasmuch as Georgia paid out more 
than $700,000 in Confederate pensions 
in 1936, it is estimated that this will 
résult in a saving to the state of at 
least $300,000. 

Lamar Murdaugh, of McRae, an 
attorney whose understanding of the 
social security program of the federal 
government, in which this state is now, 
belatedly, arranging to participate, 
yesterday talked in detail of the leg- 
islation required and the methods of 
operation which will be put into ef- 
fect after the necessary bills have been 
enacted and the needed constitutional 
amendments ratified. 


Georgia to Get Millions. 


It is a program which will bring to 
Georgia millions of dollars in federal 
money which this state, due to. the re- 
fusal of Governor Talmadge to ap- 
prove the program, bas lost in the past. 
Under the Rivers regime the amount 
to be received will be limited only by 
the amount of state and local funds 
appropriated, the law placing the fi- 
nancial burden on a 50-50 basis be- 
tween state and federal resources. In 
other words, every dollar appropriat- 
ed by the state, will be matched by a 
dollar from the United States treas- 
ury. 

In addition to the influx of this 
new money into the state, it will re- 
sult in ultimate saving to taxpayers 
by lifting the bulk of the heavy bur- 
den of relief, pauper aid and other 
charitable expenditures from the coun- 
ty and city taxpayers. 

The first bill of the social security 
group to pass the house will be that 
clap for a general election next 
June and in June of every. alternate 
year thereafter. There have been nu- 
merous supreme court decisions that 
any election in which all voters have 
an equal chance to participate, is a 
general election, thus obviating any 
difficulty in creating, by statute, a 
general election in June. By doing 
this it will mean the people will vote 
on the constitutional amendments re- 
quired to put the social security legis- 
lation into effect next Jue instead 
of in November, 1938, thus avoiding 
that long delay. 

Two Constitutional Amendments. 


The constitutional amendments will 
be two, one permitting the state to 
levy taxes for old-age pensions and 
payment of benefits to dependent chil- 
dren, to the blind and other helpless 
ones, and a companion measure ex- 
tending the same privilege to the 
counties of the state. The latter is a 
technicality to make sure that the 
constitutional foundation of the pro- 
gram shall be sound. 

The old-age pensions to be paid 
must not be confused with the form 
of old-age insurance benefits now in 
effect through the 1 per cent tax lev- 
ied on salaries. The latter is an an- 
nuity, based on actuarial figures and 
applies to all workers in the included 
groups, regardless of financial condi- 
tion. 

The old-age pensions are to be paid 
to the aged based solely upon need. 

Probably the most important act 
in the group is that setting up a new 
state department of welfare. This 
creates the machinery for the pay- 
ment of pensions and other benefits 
and includes wide powers granted to 
the new department, many of which 
will not be used, probably for years, 
but which will give desired authority 
in almost any eventuality of the fu- 
ture, 

There are, of course, the separate 
bills to authorize payment of pensions, 
of dependent children’s benefits and 
allowances to the blind, etc. 

Welfare Bureau To Be Expanded. 

The new department of public wel- 
fare will replace the present depart- 
ment, which is a comparatively small 
unit in the state government, 
more than a board, and will also take 
the place of the state board of control 
of eleemosynary institutions. It will 
likewise assume the duties now per- 
formed by the veterans’ service bu- 
reau in respect to Confederate pen- 
sions, leaving the service bureau to 
care for the veterans of the World 
War, to compile records and, probably, 
to take over some of the functions now

The counties will pay 10 per cent 
of the pensions, a much lower outlay 
than that they now assume. ‘This 
clause was enacted in order that the 
local, county boards would check all 
applications with proper care.

In this respect it is expected the 
federal government will establish in 
Atlanta a training school for these 
workers. They will then be. brought 
here to undergo an integgive train- 
ing course of 60 or 90 ys, at no 
expense except their personal living 
costs. ’

though only from another part of the 
state. 

Applications for pensions will be 
made through the local county direc- 
tor who will submit them to his local 
board. After approval by 4#hé local 
board they will be sent to the state 
department for final approval. Old 
age pension payments are limited to 
$30 a month to each individual and 
will be made on a basis of need and 
with consideration to the customary 
living habits of the person involved. 

How Costs Are Split. 


Of the total sum expended the coun- 
ty will pay 10 per cent, the state 40 
per cent and the federal treasury 50 
per cent. 


The bill creating the new depart- 
ment is wide enough in its scope to 
permit the department to accept con- 
tributions from municipalities and 
from private individuals and other 
sources, 

In the case of municipalities, the 
contribution for care of their own 
poor may be turned over to the state 
department, with the proviso that it 
be expended within the municipality 
itself and that overhead or administra- 
tion costs shall not exceed 10 per cent. 
Inasmuch as the federal government 
would match these funds, it would 
double the amount of money for relief 
in any city. 

Thus the city of Atlanta, now con- 
tributing $25,000 monthly to the coun- 
ty welfare board, could contribute $15,- 
000 to the new state denartment and 
receive $30,000 monthly in benefits to 
its helpless poor and its old people. 

Private Gifts May Be Disbursed. 

In the same way the department 
can accept private gifts for charitable 
purposes and administer them in ac- 
cordance with the conditions set forth 
by the donor. 

The bill gives the new department 
full control over all eleemosynary in- 
stitutions in the state. It is planned 
to use these institutions in co-opera- 
tion with the social security program, 
thus achieving a heavy financial sav- 
ing and at the same time adding tre 
mendously to the value of the work 
contributed by these various institu- 
tions. 

The entire group of social security 
bills will, it is expected, be passed 
by the house by tonight, or certainly 
not later than tomorréw. They will 
then go to the senate, with the pros- 
pect they will have been enacted into 
law about one week from today. 

Then will come the setting up of the 
machinery for administration of the 
laws, a task which will necessarily 
take some little time. Those who have 
studied the program do not believe it 
possible that old-age pension checks 
may be ready by February 15, as de- 
sired by Governor Rivers, but they do 
believe every effort will be made to 
have them in the hands of the recip- 
ients at as early a date as possible. 


Amounts Undetermined. 


The amount to be expended in the 
state on the various social programs 
will not be known until after the leg- 
islature passes the needed appropria- 
tion. Whatever the amount, however, 
it will be doubled by the United States 
government. 

Thus, if the legislature appropriates 
$1,000,000, the aged and the blind and 
the dependent children and other help- 
less poor of the state will immediately 
begin to recefve benefits at the rate 
of $2,000,000 annually. If the appro- 
priation is $2,000,000, the total bene- 
fits will be $4,000,000, and so forth. 

One interesting feature of the bill 
ie that it gives the new department 
of welfare full authority to direct and 
to administer all forms of charity. If 
it is later deemed advisable, the de- 
partment will have all power needed 
to take over the operation of any wel- 
fare or charitable agency in the state. 
It will be able to stop overlapping 
and to check thoroughly into the ad- 
ministration and handling of all char- 
ity funds. whether derived from tax 
money or from private sources. 

It is believed the operation of the 
new department, through savings it 
will effect, will actually cost the tax- 
payers nothing, in addition to bring- 
ing in the large federal benefits. For 
there are many savings to be effect- 
ed beside that of $300,000 through 
the Confederate pension fund. It is 
likewise believed, as time progresses 
and the department grows fully fa- 
miliar with its duties, its powers and 
its authority, that other large sav- 
ings, as yet unhinted, will be 
achieved. 

Taxpayers’ Burdens Eased. 

In any event, it will lift a tremen- 
dous financial burden from the coun- 
ty and city governments, thus easing 
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the ome of the taxpayers of the state 
at} the point where itis most severe. 
Incidentally, it looks as though it 
will provide a path to solution of the 
constantly increasing problem of re- 
lief in Atlanta and in Fulton county. 
here are, *of course, numerous 
other details, but it is though the 
m#in outlines of the plan have been 
given here. 

There iggy too, a companion piece 

of; legiSlation to be enacted ater, 
that permitting the state to partici- 
pate in the federal unemployment _in- 
surance program. 
Owing to. shortsightedness two 
years ago, Georgia is now contribut- 
ing, through a tax upon employers, 
to this fund, but because she lacks 
enabling legislation, is reaping no 
benefits.

Participation in this portion of the 
social security program will bring 
that sum and much more, back to the 
State. That, however, is virtually a 
different story. The unemployment 
insurance program will probably be 
administered under the Department 
of Labor. It will come later, in time 
for the state to participate in -the 
program for the final six months of 
1937. It was too late to join in dur- 
ing the first half of this year, before 
the present administration, with its 
whole-hearted co-operation with the 
Roosevet federal administration. had 
taken over control of state affairs.

HAYASHI IS CRITICIZED 
IN NAMING OF CABINET 


Premier Attacked for Fail- 
ure To Select Strong 
Foreign Minister. 


TOKYO, Feb. 2.—(#)—The decision 
of Japan’s new premier, General Sen- 
juro Hayashi, to name only eight min- 
3 cabinet posts and es- 

cially his failure to name a strong 
foreign minister, evoked criticism in 
foreign office and political circles to- 
nigh 

The new cabinet, with Hayashi hold- 
ing three posts and three others hav- 
ing two each, was installed formally 
by Emperor Hirohito in a brief cere- 
mony in the Phoenix hall of the im- 
perial palace early today. This ended 
a 12-day political crisis. 

The small cabinet was in keeping 
with the army’s demand for concen- 
tration of administrative authority in 
fewer hands. 

Critics of General Hayashi assert- 
ed thus far he has not approached Hi- 
roshi Saito, ambassador to Washing- 
ton, or any other diplomat abroad with 
an offer of the foreign portfolio, which 
he assumed himself, together with the 
premiership and the education port- 
folio. 

These critics asserted General Hay- 
ashi will not be able to devote suffi- 
cient time to Japan’s pressing prob- 
lems abroad. Moreover, they said, he 
has no experience in foreign affairs. 


However, the Hayashi cabinet was 
generally welcomed as a moderate 
compromise between the extreme pro- 
Fascist element of the army and the 
democratic civilian political forces. 
The business world especially welcom- 
ed appointment of Toyotaro Yuki as 
finance minister, expecting him to 
promote financial stability by slightly 
reducing the 1937-38 budget and alter- 
ing the tax increase plans of his pred- 
ecessor. a 

New posts were given the retiring 
ministers of war and navy. General 
Count Juichi Terauchi was appoint- 
ed member of the supreme war coun- 
cil, Admiral Osami Nagano was in- 
vested by the emperor as commander- 
in-chief of the combined fleet.

Stalin and. his friends are not sure, 
in spite of all high-sounding assur- 
ances, that Russia can withstand the 
onslaught of Hitler’s legions, aided by 
the Japanese army on the other end 
of the world. What they fear most of 
all is the rise of an opposition to 
their policy in the days of war. If 
the armies suffer defeat, that opposi- 
tion would conceivably grow stronger 
and Stalin may be ousted. 


_ Hence he is killing off that poten- 
tial opposition right now, long before 
the outbreak of war. Some of the 
leaders are put on trial, but thousands 
and tens of thousands of lesser fry 
all over Russia are executed or ex- 
iled to impossible places. ‘These peo- 
ple are not really in opposition now, 
they have a critical mentality which 
might lead them to speak out openly 
and form an opposition to Stalin in 
the grave days of war. What is go- 
ing on there in that unhappy land is 
a case of preventative mass-murder. 

Of one thing, however, we may be 
certain. Stalin himself is killing off 
Communism and smashing the: Com- 
munist parties abroad to pieces. He is 
moving in the direction of Bonapart- 
ism.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Football player suffered broken leg. 
Complications developed. Doctors fi- 
nally decided to amputate as only 
chance of saving lifa Patient re- 
fused, declaring he'd rather go to the 
grave with his leg. So no amputation 
was done and the patient died. In 
a few more months he might have 
completed his college course. _Corre- 
spondent asks whether blood poisoning 
such as occurred in this case does not 
affect the patient’s mind and judg- 
ment, and whether the doctors were 
justified in deferring to the patients 
judgment. Shouldn't the patients 
family, relatives or friends have some- 
thing: to say about it? 

It would be a strange thing if the 
doctor or doctors in such a case failed 
to explain fully to the family, rela- 
tives or responsible friends the situa- 
tion and elicit their help in persuad- 
ing the patient to submit to the neces- 
sary operation. I do not know what 
the Jaw is in such circumstances oF 
whether a doctor would be justified 
in going ahead with an amputation 
or other operation in the effort to 
save life, even against the patients 
will. Of course, the patient's judg- 
ment is likely to be impaired by shock 
or severe illness. 

Once I called in consultation a sur- 
geon who, later, operated on me. My 
patient was a charity hospital ward 
patient with perforated gastric ulcer. 
Perforation usually means death with- 
in a few hours, unless immediate op- 
eration—but the surgeon declined to 
operate. He feared the patient would 
die on the operating table. He agreed 
that the patient was doomed without 
the operation, but argued that his pro- 
fessional reputation was a vital fac- 
tor in many instances where people 
must accept or refuse ,operation and 
he could not risk it in the circum- 
stances. People criticize unmerciful- 
ly when a life and death surgical ef- 
fort fails. The patient succumbed 
that night. No criticism. Everybody 
satisfied. Human nature being what 
it is, 1 think the surgeon was right, 
though I felt deeply distressed about 
it at the time. However, I chose 
that same surgeon to operate on my 
little daughter and on me. 

A boy in the country was dying 
with general peritonitis which had de- 
veloped from appendicitis. Three doc- 
tors, called by the family physician 
to operate, examined the boy and de- 
clined to attempt on a patient all 
agreed was moribund. Yet the boy 
recovered perfect health. Suppose the 
football player described by the cor- 
respondent had made a similar miracu- 
lous recovery, despite the conviction 
of the doctors that he was about to 
die, with a half-way useful leg, what 
would be the public estimate of the 
professignal ability of the doctor who 
wanted to amputate? 

No matter what a doctor does or 
fails to do he is bound to be damned 
anyway. After a reasonable amount 
of experience, when he has a fairly 
well established practice, he can take 
it with equanimjty. Still, he has to 
consider his reputation just as the 
surgeon did when he refused to op- 
erate on the patient with perforation.

For reminders of how brilliant a 
factor Judah P. Benjamin was in the 
life of the Confederacy, thanks to 
Charles N. Feidelson, one-time editor 
and college professor, who is now 
regional director of the National La- 
bor Relations Board in Atlanta. Lis- 
tening to Judge Feidelson’s lecture on 
Benjamin the other evening we were 
impressed again with the extensive and 
somewhat forgotten part the great Jew 
played in the War Between the States, 
first as Jefferson Davis’ attorney gen- 
eral, then as secretary of war, and 
finally as secretary of state. In the 
last capacity his unceasing effort was 
to obtain British recognition for the 
Confederacy. The obstacle was the 
feeling against slavery, and in the 
last days of the war, Judge Feidelson 
tells us, Benjamin conveyed an infor- 
mal offer of emancipation in return 
for British intervention. But by that 
time the British were sure the Con- 
federacy was doomed and would not 
negotiate on any serene. 


If the South was willing to give up 
slavery to win the war, that is another 
indication of the fact that it was not 
a struggle between slavery and anti- 
slavery, but one between industry and 
agriculture. Industry won in 1865 
but was itself defeated in 1929. Vic-

With so many southern legislatures 
in session or about to be, we faror 
a law requiring each legislator to read 
the history of the building in which 
he is legislating and to spend five min- 
utes daily in silent contemplation of 
its architectural glory. This with a 
view to accelerating the present trend 
toward better legislators. If members 
of legislatures would try always to 
live up to the halls they inhabit, there 
would be more dignity in their rou- 
tines. And with more dignity there 
would be better law and law-abiding, 


We are not ‘in favor of frock coats 
for modern lawmakers, but the more 
we see of the confusion, the excessive 
informality, the atmosphere’ of little 
respect and less order, the omnipresent 
lobbying and unrestrained by-stand- 
ing, in which eo many legislative 
bodies deliberate, the more persuaded 
we are that this is one of the troubles 
with their laws and with the people 


who are supposed to obey their laws.

An advantage of this hot-dish serv- 
ice for a picnic is that it satisfies 
hungry appetites more completely than 
sandwiches, And it is much easier 
to prepare this dish, especially for a 
large group, thah it is to cut, butter 
and. spread innumerable slices of 
bread. 

Rolls and bread, also cake, pickles 
and the rest of the usual picnic fare, 
according to your preference and con- 
venience, accompany the hot dish. 

Here are suggestions for meat and 
vegetable combinations for your picnic 
meal, 

Outdoor Gomboo. 

Five pounds lamb riblets, salt and 
pepper, 3 tablespoons lard, 11-2 cups 
water, 6 small onions, 8 to 10 medium 
sized carrots, 2 pounds of fresh green 
beans or 1 can whole green beans, 

Brown lamb riblets which has been 
seasoned with salt and pepper in hot 
lard. Add 1-2 cups of water, cover 
and simmer. When meat is almost 
tender, add onions, carrots and beans, 
and potatoes, if desired. If canned 
beans are used, add about 15 minutes 
before cooking time is ended. Take 
to picnic in same utensil in which food 
was cooked. 

Scalloped Potatoes and Pork Chops. 

Make a thin white sauce and pour 
over the potatoes which have been 
sliced into a baking dish. Brown the 
required number of pork chops in a 
frying pan. When brown, place on 
top of the potatoes and bake ip a 
moderate oven until the potatoes are 
tender, 

Individual Meat Pies. 

Make a pastry of 2 cups flour, 3 
tablespoons baking powder, 2-3 cup 
milk and 3 tablespoons lard. Roll out 
1-4-inch thick, line well-greased muffin 
tins with the pastry, add chopped, 
cooked lamb or other meat which has 
been well seasoned and moistened with 
gravy. Cover with tthe crust and 
bake in a hot oven until brown. These 
pies are good either hot or cold, and 
may be carried very conveniently in 
the pan in which they are baked. 


Lima Beans Con Carne. 


One pounds ground beef, round or 
shoulder; 1 small onion, chopped; 2 
cupfuls eanned or fresh chopped to- 
matoes, 2 cupfuls cooked green lima 
beans, salt and pepper. 

Brown the meat in a little fat ina 
heavy skillet. Add the chopped on- 
-on and the tomatoes and cook slowly 
until the onion is tender. Add the 
cooked Jima beans and heat for 10 min- 
utes longer, Season to taste. Serve 
with hard rolls or French bread.

If you were watching the start of 
an elephant drive you might see as 
many as a hundred tame elephants 
lined up in a row, with a man seated 
just behind the ears of each one. 
Through the thick forest the men ride. 
After they catch sight of a herd of 
elephants they circle around it. By 
shouting, beating tom-toms and blow- 
ing horns, they frighten the wild ani- 
mals and make them run toward a 
“keddah.” or -enclosure,. which bas 
been prepared in advance. 

The keddah is an open space with 
a very strong fence around it. In 
some cases trees are employed as posts. 
At one end is a kind of doorway and 
this is the opening toward which the 
elephants are driven. When the last 
of the:herd is inside a heavy gate is 
dropped to close the doorway. 

A drive made with a hundred tame 
elephants may bring the capture of 40.

West's failure to fol- 
low to the second round scotched this 
plan, and made the passing of the 
heart futile. Dummy’s king was play- 
ed, and now dummy played a dia- 
mond, declarer’s probable intention be- 
ing to pass the trick if possible, and 
play for a 3-3 diamond split. East 
put up the 10, however, and since de- 
clarer did not want to lose three heart 
tricks on the spot he won with the 
king. 

Apparently deciding now that the 
club guess was the last resort, declarer 
arbitrarily selected East as the holder 
of the club queen, and» led to dum- 
mys king. The jack was returned 
and, to declarer’s horror, East showed 
out. From that point the contract 
was a lost cause, for there was no 
way to snaffle the ninth trick. 

Only reasonably good play was re- 
quired on this hand in order to “sail 
in.” Declarer could well have afford- 
ed to concede a few losers at the out- 
set. Had he done so, a count of the 
defenders’ hands would have emerged 
automatically. Obviously, if declarer 
had ducked to the first trick, the jack 
would be continued, and now the ace 
would win. Now, either a diamond 
or a heart should be conceded. Let 
us assume the former. A low diamond 
is led, West plays the nine, and East 
overtakes with the 10, continuing the 
suit. Declarer wins, West showing 
out, and now cashes the ace and king 
of hearts. West's failure to follow to 
the second heart-establishes him for 
having held two singletons, and now, 
hen declarer cashes his other spade 
rick, East’s failure to follow marks 
West with an original holding of five 
spades and thus he must have held 
six clubs. Unless the queen drops 
from East’s hand on the lead of the 
ace, the finesse against West is estab- 
lished. Certainly this is a better plan 
than guessing!
